Tonight  as  Gala  Dance  is  Held 


Sales  Campaign  Proves  Successful 
As  Students  Buy  Year  Books 

With  free  candy,  lapel  tags,  and  sales  talks  galore,  the  1939 
Banyan  came  to  the  fore  this  week  under  the  slogan  “Boost  the 
1^-anyan”.  Capping  the  week  of  campus-wide  yearbook  adver- 
tising, will  be  the  “Y”  Reveries  dance  tonight  in  the  women’s 
Gym  featuring  reminiscent  decorations  and  music  plus  a floor 
show.  * 

Conforming  with  the  yearbook 
theme  of  “Y”  Traditions,  today’s 
assembly  program  offered  glimpses 
into  the  origin  and  growth  of  the 
“Y”  from  the  fictitious  purchase  of 
land  from  Indians  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  institution.  Under  the 
chairmanship  of  Spence  Crabtree, 
farce  and  musical  entertainment 
combined  to  recall  early  "Y”  days, 
with  such  characters  as  Brigham 
Young  and  Karl  G.  Maesar. 

Fifteen  free  tickets  to  the  Ban- 
yan Hall  have  been  drawn  during 
the  week  and  at  the  "Reveries” 
dance  tonight  prizes  will  be  drawn 
including  two  free  Banyans.  At  the 
weekly  matinee  dance,  also  spons- 
ored by  fhe  Banyan,  free  candy  wa.s 
distributed  among  dancers. 

According  to  Sarah  Marie  Binks, 
sales  committee  chairman,  sales 
have  increased  as  Banyan  salesmen 
report  with  glee  ‘T  didn’t  even 
have  to  ask  for  it!”  Salesmen  are 
identified  by  red  lapel  tags  bearing 
the  inscription  "Banyan  Salesman

Imagine  killing  4,952  bats  and 
burying  each  one  separately!-  You 
think  that  I fiave  "bats  in  my  bel- 
freyr”  Undoubtedly,  but  it  is  real- 
ly a fact  tha^  there  are  thousands 
of  "bats  in  our  tabernacle.” 

.Ba.tA.  iu  Jlvil,taberaa£le  It  seem- 
ed so  incredible  that  I scorned  this 
startling  rumor  at  the  Rachmin 
noff  concert,  until  Harry  L.  Bos- 
well, Utah  Stake  Tabernacle  cus- 
todian. proved  it  to  me. 

Each  year  thousa:nds  of  bats  in- 
vade the  topmost  attic  of  the  tab- 
ernacle and  hang  from  the  2x12 
joists  with  their  heads  hanging 
down.  Mr.  Boswell  claims  that  it  is 
impossible  to  keep  them  out,  be- 
cause they  are  about  the  same  size 
as  mice  and  can  enter  anywhere 
that  a mouse  can. 

Ruin  Organ 
They,  are  terrible  pests  because 
they  penetrate  the  organ  and  ruin 
the  tone,  and  cause  a peculiar  bat 
odor  in  the  tabernacle.  “The  only 
way  I can  kill  them  is  to  shoot  at 
a group  of  them  with  a 22  rifle 
shell  filled  with  fine  shot,”  says 
Mr.  Boswell. 

Since  he  has  to  pick  them  up 
separately  he  had  counted  each  one, 
and  has  actually  buried  4,952  bats, 
besides  finding  88  hanging  outside 
on  trees  and  walls,  for  a bat  will 
not  return  to  the  scene  of  slaughter 
until  all  fear  of  the  intruder  has 
vanished.

Chinese  Drama 
Presented 
Next  Week-end 

Widely  different  from  any  of- 
fering of  the  drama  department, 
"Lady  Precious  Stream”  Chinese 
play  will  be  presented  Thursday, 
Friday,  and  Saturday  in  College 
Hall.  The  innovation  will  be  in  stag- 
ing and  property  handling,  as  there 
will  be  no  curtains  between  acts, 
but  typically  oriental,  naive  and  un- 
concerned property  men  will  carry 
effects  on  and  off  the  stage  as  they 
are  needed  during  the  progress  of 
the  story.  A reader  will  keep  the 
narrative  moving  and  offer  explain- 
atory  comments  to  provide  connect- 
ing links  between  unrelated  dia- 
logue. 

Director  T.  F.arl  Pardoe  stated 
"It’s  a most  interesting  production” 
in  explaining  the  difference  of 
"Lady  Precious  Stream”  to  any  of 
its  predecessors  on  the  experienced 
Hall  stage.  Weather,  seats  for 
characters,  and  scenery  are  chang- 
ed calmly  and  unhurriedly,  by  two 
stage  hands  while  the  plot  unfolds 
a story  of  oriental  peoples. 

Garbed  in'  official  Chinese  cos- 
tume, an  unusually  large  cast  wil 
early  next  week  put  the  finishing 
touches  on  dubious  scenes  and 
wind  up  a month  of  intensified  re- 
hearsing necessary  to  master  the 
•difficult  staging.  Slant-eyed,  pig- 
tailed atmosphere  will  permeate  the 
entire  production,  although  the  dia- 
logue will  not  be  in  Chinese  accent 
due  to  the  difficulty  to  understand 
stage  characters  u.sing  it. 

Director  Pardoe  and  his  staff 
have  read  an  entire  book  and  ex- 
cerpts of  others  in  preparing  re- 
search for  Chinese  decorations  and 
motif.

der  that  this  work  may  be  admin 
istere<i  with  the  greatest  effective- 
ness it  is  important  that  students 
who  receive  notices  of  appoint- 
ment be  certarn  to  arrange  to  meet 
the  appointment  at  the  specified 
time. 

The  notice  is  not  to  be  regarded 
as  a charge  but  as  an  invitation.  If 
it  is  found  impossible  to  meet  the 
appouUment  it  is  expected  that  stu- 
dents will  confer  with  their  adviser 
several  days  in  advance  and  ar- 
range a more  suitable  time.  In 
this  cooperative  spirit  counselling 
service  may  fill  its  real  function  in 
campus  life.

Heber  J.  Grant 
Urges  Obedience 
In  Assembly  Talk 

“The  law  of  success  is  obedience 
to  God,”  Pres.  Heber  J.  Grant 
stated  in  his  address  to  a capacity 
audience  at  Wednesday’s  devotion 
al. 

Reminiscing  on  the  lines  of  form-' 
er  presidents  as  he  has  known 
them,  President  Grant  told  of  in- 
cidents in  their  relationships  that 
reveal  the  true  greatness  of  their 
nature.  He  declared  them  all  men 
of  inspiration  whose  primary  de- 
sire was  for  the  advancement  of 
Clod’s  work. 

After  the  university  band’s  ren- 
dition of  “Onward  Christian  Sol- 
diers,’’ the  President  thanked  Prof. 
Sauer  for  the  concert  given  in  hon- 
or of  his  eighty-second  birthday. 

The  mixed  chorus  sang  Evan 
Steven’s  "Song  of  the  Redeemed” 
and  the  prayer  was  offered  by  Pro- 
fessor H.  Grant  Ivins. 


D.S.  Relief  society.  Miss  Reynolds 
was  well-known  throughout  the 
church  as  an  educator  and  writer. 

As  a member  of  the  Brigham 
Young  university  faculty  for  44 
years,  she  won  a wide  circle  of 
friends  and  thousands  of  former 
students  have  considered  her  a 
great  influence  in  their  lives. 

She  was  born  April  1,  1873,  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  the  daughter  of 
George  Reynolds  and  Mary  Ann 
Tuddenham  Reynolds.  Her  father 
was  a member  of  the  F'irst  Ccum- 
cil  of  Seventy  and  private  secre- 
tary to  President  Brigham  Young 

She  came  to  Provo  as  a young 
girl,  after  having  attended  the  ele- 
mentary schools  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
At  the  age  of  17  she  began  teach- 
ing school  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
the  following  year  taught  at  Nephi 
In  1892  she  entered  the  University 
of  Michigan,  and  in  1894  was  ap- 
p<^nted  an  instructor  in  English 
at  the  Brigham  Young  academy. 
Sheris  the  oldest  faculty  member 
from  the  standpoint  of  service.  A 
student  of  Dr.  Karl  G.  Maesei, 
the  first  president  of  the  school, 
she  has  taught  under  every  presi- 
dent of  the  university  since  that 
time. 

Miss  Reynolds  introduced  cours- 
es in  Chaucer,  Shakespeare,  his- 
tory of  the  English  novel,  history 
of  modern  drama,  romantic  poets. 
Tennyson,  and  Browning.  She 
since  was  made  professor  of  Eng- 
lish literature  in  1911. 

She  has  been  a member  of  the 
library  committee  for  35  years, 
committee  chairman  for  over  20 
years,  and  has  probably  done  more 
in  building  up  the  vast  collection 
of  books  now  in  the  Heber  J. 
Grant  library  than  any  other  per- 
son. 

Many  Clubs  Formed— 

Alice  Louise  Reynolds  clubn 
were  formed  by  friends  and  for- 
mer students  to  continue  studying 
subjects  that  were  dear  to  her, 
such  as  literature,  music  and 
drama.  Tliere  are  at  present  ten 
of  these  clubs  in  Utah  and  one  in 
New  York. 

Miss  Reynolds  participated  in  a 
wide  variety  of  activities.  She 
was  active  in  political  affairs  ot 
both  state  and  nation,  and  was  a 
Utah  delegate  to*  the  Democratic! 
National  Convention  at  San  Fran- 
cisco in  1920.  She  was  a chartet 
member  of  B.  Y.  U.  Women’s  club, 
and  a prominent  member  of  litera- 
ture units  such  as  the  Sorosis  or- 
ganization and  Nelke  club.  Dur- 
ing four  trips  to  Europe,  she  stud- 
ied the  culture  of  the  European 
pcople.s,  and  took  a number  ot 
-courses  in  European  universities. 
Among  her  intimate  friends  were 
many  famous  educators,  writers 
and  lecturers. 

In  church  affairs.  Miss  Reynolds 
was  especially  active.  In  addition

Prep  Journalists 
Thrilled  By 
B.Y.U.  Convention 

Four  hundred  and  thirty  students 
from  49  high  schools  and  three  jun- 
ior colleges  gathered  at  Brigham 
Young  university  last  Saturday  to 
attend  the  sixth  annual  conference 
of  intermountain  scholastic  journ- 
alists. The  students  came  from 
three  states,  Utah,  Nevada,  and 
Idaho. 

A glimpse  of  newspaper  work 
from  professional  journalists  was 
given  the  student  delegates  in  the 
sessions  of  the  co^nvention. 

“Careful  preparation,  clear  vis- 
ion, an  unlimited  desire  for  work 
and  a thorough  integrity  are  the 
necessary  characterjstics  for  one 
who  desires  to  enter  journalism  as 
a career,’’  said  Mark  E.  Peterson, 
managing  editor  of  the  Deseret 
News  in  the  opening  session  of  the 
meeting. 

Wally  Sandack,  news  announcer 
for  radio  station  K S L,  discussed 
the  details  of  the  short  wave  broad- 
cast of  the  speed  runs  on  the  salt 
flats  last  summer  at  the  special 
session  for  boys  held  Saturday 
morning.  He  stated  that  “Radio 
journalists  are  finding  that  you 
can  entertain  people  most  effect- 
ively by  informing  them.’’ 

Other  speakers  included  Presi- 
dent F.  S.  Harris,  Gladys  Hobbs  of 
the  Deseret  News  staff,  Mrs.  Eidith 
Neilson,  Ridge,  editor  of  the  Mag- 
na Times  and  Garfield  Leader;  J. 
A.  Owens,  business  manager  of  the 
Provo  Herald;  Ernest  E.  Rasmus- 
on,  editor  of  the  Provo  Herald 
Hack  Miller,  sports  writer  for  the 
Deseret  News;  Frank  K.  Baker, 
sports  editor  of  the  Salt  Lake  Tele- 
gram; Harrison  Conover,  editor  of 
the  Springville  Herald;  and  D.  O. 
Wight,  editor  of  the  Utah  Valley 
News. 

Problems  of.  the  school  papers 
and  yearbooks,  both  from  the  edi- 
torial and  business  angles  were  dis- 
cussed in  djepartmiental  sessions 
■during  the  afternoon.  Panel  dis- 
cussions followed  the  speeches. 

Enid  Penalton,  editor  of  the 
“Provonian”,  Provo  high  school 
paper  was  awarded  the  one  year 
scholarship  to  B.  Y.,  U.  in  the  re- 
porting contest  which  was  held  in 
connection,  with  the  conference. 
Second  place  was  awarded  Leo 
Barton  of  Granite  high  school  who 
received  a scolarship  of  one  quart- 
er’s tuition. 

Those  winning  honorable  men- 
tion were  Phyllis  Stoddard  of  South 
■Cache  high  school  in  Richmond;  J 
M.  Demos  and  Elinor  Critchlow  of 
Provo  high  school.  There  were  54 
entries  in  the  contest,  states  Oliver 
R.  Smith,  contest  chairman.

sound  amplification  in  eastern  Can- 
ada to  attend  B.Y.U  — and  likes 
it. 

Interesting  contacts  with  artists 
and  prominent  personalities  have 
made  life  fascinating  for  this  sound 
technician.  In  his  work  he  has  met 
and  collaborated  with  such  notables 
as  the  Canadian  Prime  Minister, 
MacKenzie  King;  R.  B.  Bennett, 
former  Prime  Minister;  and  the 
symphony  maestro  for  the  Metro- 
politan Opera  Company.  Too,  he 
has*  met  and  associated  with  many 
prominent  radio  announcers  and 
sports  commentators. 

Mr.  Thomas  aided  in  the  first 
successful  attempt  in  Canada  to 
place  the  opera  before  large  audien- 
ce over  public  address  systems  so 
that  interest  and  quality  were  not 
diluted.
